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"What  hath  God  Wrought"

On  May  17  one  hundred 
fifty  years  ago,  inventor  and 
painter  Samuel  F.  B.  Morse 
sent  the  first  official  tele¬ 
graph  message,  "What  hath 
God  wrought,”  from  the 
Supreme  Court  chambers  in 
Washington,  D.C.  to  the 
Baltimore/Ohio  railroad  sta¬ 
tion  in  Baltimore,  Maryland. 

The  message,  which  was 
selected  from  the  Bible 
(Num.  23:23)  by  Annie  Ell- 
esworth  (daughter  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Patents), 
was  so  prophetic  that  per¬ 
haps  not  even  Morse  himself 
could  have  imagined  the 
array  of  technological  break¬ 
throughs  that  have  resulted 
from  his  invention. 

Indeed,  modern-day 
FAX  machines,  telephones, 
computers,  and  electrical 
engines  are  all  derived  from  the  telegraph. 

That’s  why  Bob  King,  (originally  W9QOQ,  and 
now  KA9GNY),  a  Baraboo  resident  who  toiled  27 
years  as  a  telegraph  operator,  continues  to  stress  the 
importance  of  the  invention. 

"We  aren’t  well-acquainted  with  it  because  it  is 
not  a  household  item,  like  a  telephone,  which 
wouldn’t  have  been  invented  if  it  weren’t  for 
Morse,"  he  says. 

It  is  the  telegraph’s  use  of  relays  that  made  it 
the  first  practical  use  of  electricity,  he  says. 

The  first  telegraph  used  a  sending  device,  called 
a  key,  that  completed  a  circuit  and  allowed  current 
to  flow  to  a  receiving  sounder.  In  the  sounder,  the 
current  caused  an  electromagnet  to  attract  an  iron 
bar,  call  an  armature,  which  struck  the  electromag¬ 
net,  making  a  clicking  noise  in  dot-dash  Morse 
code.  With  each  click,  a  pointed  instrument  attached 
to  the  armature  also  marked  the  code  on  a  strip  of 
paper,  creating  a  record  of  the  transmission. 

The  telegraph  was  successful  due  to  its  low  cost 
and  simple  operation.  It  was  used  some  by  busi¬ 


nesses  and  newspapers,  but 
it  was  most  widely  used  as 
a  partner  to  the  railroads. 
King  said.  King  said  the 
Western  Union  Telegraph 
Company  was  one  of  the 
first  telegraph  companies  to 
gain  benefits  from  con¬ 
tracts  with  railroads  who, 
as  part  of  their  contracts, 
agreed  to  lay  telegraph 
lines  along  railroad-owned 
property. 

Aside  from  a  period  of 
competition  with  the  north- 
south  running  American 
Telegraph  Company,  which 
was  put  out  of  business  in 
the  aftermath  of  the  Civil 
War,  Western  Union  en¬ 
joyed  a  monopoly  of  the 
telegraph  market. 

As  improvements  in 
technology  came,  King 
said,  its  use  boomed  and 
was  vital  to  journalists,  the 
military,  government,  and 

the  legal  system. 

But,  by  the  1920s,  he  added,  telegraphy  use 
declined  as  the  telephone  and  radio  became  more 
widely  accepted  modes  of  communication. 

King,  who  was  born  on  the  75th  anniversary  of 
the  first  telegraph  message,  began  working  with 
telegraphy  in  1940,  when  he  took  a  job  as  a  tele¬ 
graph  operator  in  the  Western  Union  office  in  the 
Baraboo  National  Bank. 

It  took  him  about  a  year  to  memorize  Morse 
code,  King  said,  and  he  worked  there  until  1944 
before  being  hired  by  the  Chicago  Northwestern 
Railway.  He  worked  in  several  of  the  railway’s  area 
offices,  where  he  was  a  ticket  agent  and  telegraph 
operator  until  he  retired  in  1979.  The  railway 
stopped  using  the  telegraph  in  1967. 

But  King  hasn’t.  He  is  involved  in  the  Morse 
Telegraph  Club,  whose  American,  Canadian, 
English  and  Dutch  members  send  each  other  mes¬ 
sages  by  telegraph.  It  was  started  in  1948,  and  King

League  Urges 
Action  on  Call 
Sign  Program 

The  American  Radio  Relay  League 
(ARRL)  has  filed  reply  comments  in  the 
FCC’s  proposal  to  institute  a  "vanity" 
call  sign  program  (in  PR  Docket  93- 
305).  The  League  said  that  the  vast 
majority  of  the  109  comments  filed  on 
the  proposal  favored  it,  in  general,  with  the  major 
concerns  being  how  to  fairly  administer  it. 

There  were  fewer  than  five  comments  opposing 
the  proposal  and,  whole  they  made  what  the  League 
called  "thoughtful  and  important  points,"  they  did 
not  seem  to  represent  more  than  a  small  minority 
opinion. 

One  commenter  was  concerned  about  the  cost  of 
the  program  to  taxpayers,  the  reissuing  of  call  signs 
of  deceased  amateurs,  and  the  diluting  of  the 
practice  of  issuing  call  signs  more  or  less  chrono¬ 
logically,  which  thus  makes  a  person’s  call  sign  an 
indication  of  how  long  she  or  he  has  been  licensed. 

The  ARRL,  in  its  reply  comments,  said  that  the 
issue  of  cost  already  had  been  settled,  in  that 
amateurs  themselves  would  pay  for  the  privilege  of 
selecting  a  call  sign. 

Regarding  Silent  Key  call  signs,  the  League  said 
that  by  giving  family  members  and  clubs  the  first 
opportunity  to  apply  for  such  call  signs,  "well 
known  and  respected"  amateurs’  call  signs  could  he 
preserved. 

Finally,  the  League  said  that  a  program  allowing 
amateurs  to  select  a  call  sign  would  enhance  the 
fraternal  ism  of  the  service  and  promote  a  sense  of 
accomplishment  (regardless  of  how  long  a  person 
had  been  licensed). 

One  of  the  commenters  on  the  proposal  was 
Frederick  O.  Maia,  W5YI,  who  proposed  that  the 
Commission  establish  a  "Vanity  Call  Sign  Adminis¬ 
tration"  program  in  the  private  sector.  Maia  sug¬ 
gested  that  administrators  could  be  appointed  by  the

GENERAL  RULES 
FOR  MOST  EXAMINATIONS: 

Be  sure  to  check  with  sponsors  in  the  event 
there  are  changes  and/or  errors  in  the  dates  or 
information  given. 

Most  examinations  require  filing  an  FCC 
Form  610  and  advance  registration  at  least  30 
days  before  the  exam  date.  (Some  VECs  permit 
walkins.  Check  with  sponsor.) 

To  register,  you  must  first  secure  a  copy 
of  the  current  FCC  Form  610  and  fill  it  out  com¬ 
pletely  (AND  CORRECTLY).  Get  your  form  from  an 
FCC  Field  Office,  the  ARRL  or  Badger  State  Smoke 
Signals.  Send  a  290  SASE  if  you  request  one 
from  the  ARRL  or  BSSS.  In  most  cases,  forms  can 
also  be  obtained  from  the  sponsoring  group. 

ARRL/VEC  examinations  require  a  check  for 
$5.75  payable  to  "ARRL/VEC". 

The  FCC  now  requires  applicants  to  show 
their  ORIGINAL  AMATEUR  LICENSE  or  CSCE  to  the 
VEC.  You  must  also  have  two  good  copies  of  your 
license  or  CSCE.

ARRL  to  FCC:  Time 
to  Move  Ahead  with 
Call  Sign  Program

Commission  and  permitted  to  charge  a  fee  for 
preparing  an  application  for  a  special  call  sign. 

The  ARRL  said  that,  while  nothing  prevents 
entrepreneurs  from  providing  such  a  service, 
including  the  useful  one  of  making  available  the 
latest  database  of  available  call  signs  to  applicants, 
the  FCC  has  no  authorization  from  Congress  to 
"accept  the  voluntary  services  of  private  sector 
entities  in  the  administration  of  [such  a]  program." 

The  League  said  that  Maia’s  proposal  was 
flawed  in  that  it  suggests  that  the  average  radio 
amateur  is  incapable  of  filling  out  the  paperwork 
necessary  to  apply  for  a  vanity  call  sign.  The 
League  told  the  FCC  that  radio  amateurs  are  fully 
capable  of  correctly  completing  Commission  forms 
and  submitting  them  with  payment. 

The  League  said  that  if  there  were  to  be  a 
"flood  of  calls"  to  the  FCC’s  Gettysburg  facility, 
from  amateurs  asking  about  the  program,  then  that 
would  be  an  indication  of  problems  with  the  instruc¬ 
tions  or  the  application  form,  or  both. 

"Maia’s  proposal  is  cumbersome,"  the  League 
said,  "bureaucratic,  and  adds  not  a  whit  of  value  to 
the  entire  application  procedure  from  the  point  of 
view  of  the  applicant." 

The  League  urged  the  Commission  to  proceed 
with  a  Report  and  Order  on  the  "vanity"  call  sign 
proposal,  incorporating  the  minor  modifications 
suggested  in  the  earlier  ARRL  comments.

FCC  Clarifies  Action 


In  response  to  a  request  from  the  ARRL  and- 
inquiries  from  others,  the  FCC’s  Private  Radio 
Bureau  has  clarified  new  rules  that  went  into  effect 
on  June  1,  1994.  The  new  rules  do  not  remove  the 
restriction  against  automatic  control  of  digital  and 
RTTY  transmitting  below  50  MHz. 

The  new  rules,  resulting  from  action  in  PR 
Docket  93-85,  relax  the  amateur  service  rules 
regarding  the  responsibility  for  the  content  of 
messages  on  high-speed  digital  networks.  The 
commission  amended  Section  97.109(e),  to  allow  a 
forwarding  station  in  a  message  forwarding  system 
to  be  automatically  controlled  while  transmitting 
third  party  communications. 

But,  the  Commission  pointed  out  in  a  June  2 
statement.  Section  97. 109(d),  which  was  not  amend¬ 
ed,  still  limits  automatic  control  of  stations  transmit¬ 
ting  RTTY  or  digital  emissions  to  frequencies  above 
50  MHz. 

The  FCC  currently  has  under  consideration  two 
petitions  for  rule  making,  RM-8218  and  RM-8280, 
that  address  this  subject.  The  petitions  were  submit¬ 
ted  by  the  ARRL  and  by  the  American  Digital 
Radio  Society.

Ideas  Sought  for  Novice  Roundup 


A  call  has  gone  out  for  suggestions  for  a  possi¬ 
ble  revamping  of  the  ARRL  Novice  Roundup.  The 
ARRL  Contest  Advisory  Committee  welcomes 
comments  on  how  this  event,  which  has  fallen  on 
hard  times  in  recent  years,  can  be  resuscitated. 

CAC  Chairman  Mark  Beckwith,  WA60TU, 
observes  that  the  goals  of  the  contest  haven’t 
changed,  i.e.,  to  introduce  newcomers  to  on-the-air 
competition  and  to  see  if  the  "contest  bug”  bites, 
and  to  improve  operating  skills. 

The  event  should  include  no-code  Technicians  in 
some  way,  too,  and  there’s  the  rub,  since  they  have 
no  privileges  below  30  MHz,  and  Novices  have 
very  limited  spectrum  above  30  MHz. 

"I  am  a  proponent,"  Beckwith  says,  "of  two 
different  types  of  events  run  at  the  same  time,  one 
for  Novices  and  one  for  code-free  Techs,  with 
separate  entries  and  separate  reports  in  the  same 
issue  of  QST.  I  guess  an  enterprising  ‘Tech-plus’ 
could  go  out  and  win  both  categories  if  he  were 
really  sharp.”

FCC  Proposes  Automatic  Control  for 
Amateur  HF  Digital  Communications 

In  a  notice  of  proposed  rule  making  in  PR 
Docket  94-59,  adopted  on  June  13,  1994,  the  FCC 
has  proposed  amending  the  Amateur  Service  rules 
to  authorize  automatic  control  of  stations  transmit¬ 
ting  a  digital  signal  on  the  HF  bands.  The  action 
had  been  requested  in  petitions  filed  by  the  ARRL 
and  the  American  Digital  Radio  Society  (ADRS). 

In  1986,  the  FCC  authorized  automatic  control 
of  amateur  stations  transmitting  digital  communica¬ 
tions  on  the  VHF  and  higher  frequency  bands,  and 
indicated  that  it  was  interested  in  authorizing  such 
automatic  control  on  the  HF  bands. 

To  determine  solutions  to  the  problem  of  inter¬ 
ference  from  automatically  controlled  HF  digital 
stations,  the  ARRL  conducted  a  feasibility  project 
under  special  temporary  authority  granted  by  the 
FCC  to  50  amateur  stations.  The  ARRL  petition 
was  based  on  the  results  of  that  study. 

The  FCC  said  that  it  was  gratified  by  the  coop¬ 
eration  and  dedication  of  amateur  organizations  in 
determining  the  conditions  necessary  to  allow 
automatic  control  of  stations  transmitting  data  and 
RTTY  emission  types  on  the  HF  bands.  It  agreed 
with  the  two  petitioners  that  automatic  control  of 
amateur  stations  in  the  HF  bands  can,  with  safe¬ 
guards,  make  the  transmission  of  data  and  RTTY 
emission  types  both  practical  and  effective. 

Therefore,  the  FCC  proposed  to  authorize 
automatic  control  for  stations  transmitting  data  and 
RTTY  emission  types  on  one  specific  subband  of 
each  HF  band  where  such  emissions  are  authorized. 
It  also  proposed  to  authorize  communication  be¬ 
tween  a  locally  or  remotely  controlled  station  and 
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an  automatically  controlled  station  on  any  frequency 
where  data  and  RTTY  emission  types  are  otherwise 
authorized. 

The  text  of  the  NPRM  has  not  yet  been  re¬ 
leased,  and  the  comment  deadline  is  unknown  at 
this  time.

VIRUSES 


I  decided  it  was  time  to  start  numbering  the 
articles  in  this  series,  since  we  have  now  gone  over 
a  dozen.  Last  time  I  told  you  about  the  $5.00 
computer  purchased  at  Friendly  Fest  in  November 
1993.  That  machine  is  still  ticking  away,  doing 
service  at  the  Ozaukee  County  Justice  Center  on  a 
packet  station.  You  can  talk  to  it  if  you  like  -  just  C 
N9VBJ  (leave  me  a  hello,  and  please  tell  me  what 
you  think  about  this  series). 

This  time  I  would  like  to  make  some 
suggestions  to  help  prevent  a  virus  attack.  Actually, 

I  had  another  article  in  this  spot,  but  decided  on  the 
virus  topic  because  one  of  our  Ozaukee  Radio  Club 
members  was  hit  by  one.  It  made  a  mess  of  his 
files,  and  made  his  hard  drive  practically 
inaccessible.  It  took  me  six  hours  at  the  keyboard  to 
rescue  one  critical  file,  and  even  then  the  file  was 
damaged. 

What  is  a  computer  virus?  Nothing  more  or  less 
than  a  nasty  little  program  which  is  designed  to  do 
you  damage.  It  resides  on  a  floppy,  inside  another 
program  or,  more  commonly,  in  the  floppy  boot 
sector.  When  you  put  the  floppy  in  your  machine, 
it  transfers  itself  to  your  hard  drive,  and  waits. 
Some  do  their  damage  next  time  you  boot  up  your 
computer.  If  it  is  the  Michelangelo  virus,  it  waits 
until  your  system  date  is  5  March,  then  it  does  its 
dirty  work.  As  of  April  1994,  there  were  2,885 
different  viruses  or  strains  known  (a  strain  is  a 
virus  that  has  been  modified  somewhat  from  the 
original  version). 

There  are  two  basic  ways  to  protect  yourself 
from  a  virus.  The  first  is  to  use  a  good  virus  scan 


program  to  test  each  and  every  floppy  before  you 
run  any  programs  on  it  or  transfer  any  to  your  hard 
drive.  The  best  known  such  program  is  SCAN.EXE 
by  McAfee  Associates:

You  can  get  a  shareware  copy  from  Exec-PC 
(right  in  Milwaukee).  Once  you  have  it,  write 
protect  the  disk  it  resides  on  and  check  your  hard 
drive  by  giving  the  command:  SCAN  C:.  It  will 
check  every  file  on  your  hard  drive  that  has 
program  code  in  it  (EXE,  COM,  OVL  and  so  on). 
If  it  finds  a  virus,  it  will  tell  you  so  and  the  name. 
The  DOC  file  that  comes  with  the  program  will  tell 
you  how  to  eliminate  the  virus.  Once  you  have  a 
clean  hard  drive,  copy  the  SCAN  files  to  it,  and 
check  EVERY  floppy  you  get  from  someone  else, 
by  putting  it  in  your  A:  drive  for  example,  and 
giving  the  command  SCAN  A:. 

The  second  way  to  protect  yourself  is  even 
better,  and  it  does  not  require  the  use  of  any 
additional  programs,  provided  you  have  DOS  6.xx 
(xx  =  version  00  or  above).  DOS  6.xx  contains  an 
excellent  program  that  can  actually  immunize  your 
machine,  called  VSAFE.COM.  The  presence  of 
VSAFE.COM  in  the  latest  version  of  DOS  (6.20)  is 
a  really  good  reason  to  upgrade,  if  you  are  using 
DOS  5  or  below.  DOS  6.20  is  generally  an 
excellent  operating  system. 

VSAFE  is  a  TSR  (Terminate  and  Stay  Resident) 
program  that  you  should  call  from  your 
AUTOEXEC.BAT  file  each  time  you  boot  up.  It 
will  use  about  23k  of  memory,  but  that  can  be  high 
memory  if  you  have  a  386  or  above.  VSAFE  sits  in 
the  background,  and  pops  up  on  your  screen  to 


warn  you  of  anything  that  might  smack  of  a  virus 
trying  to  infect  your  machine.  Here  is  how  I  load  it 
on  my  386  machines: 

loadhigh  c:\dos\VSAFE.COM  /I  +  12-  13-  /4- 
15+  16+  11+  18- 

If  you  have  an  XT  or  a  286,  the  "loadhigh" 
should  be  changed  to  "load"  (without  the  quotes). 

What  are  all  those  switches  after  the 
VSAFE.COM  above? 

/I  +  tells  the  program  to  warn  you  if  anything 
tries  to  format  the  hard  drive. 

12-  turns  off  the  warning  if  anything  tries  to 
become  resident  in  memory. 

13-  turns  off  the  warning  when  anything  tries  to 
write  to  any  disk  drive. 

/4-  means  don’t  check  each  executable  file  when 
it  is  run. 

15+  tells  VSAFE  to  check  the  boot  sector  of 
any  floppy  you  put  in  your  machine. 

16  +  tells  the  program  to  warn  you  if  anything 
tries  to  write  to  your  hard  drive’s  partition  table. 

17  +  turns  on  a  warning  if  anything  tries  to 
write  to  a  floppy’s  boot  sector. 

18-  tells  VSAFE  not  to  warn  you  if  anything 
tries  to  modify  an  executable  file. 

As  you  might  have  guessed  by  now,  a  +  after 
a  number  turns  that  feature  on,  while  a  -  turns  it 
off.  The  loadhigh  command  line  I  showed  you 
above  reflects  my  particular  desires,  but  you  might 
try  turning  all  switches  on  when  first  trying  the 
program  out.  The  warnings  will  pop  right  up  on 
your  screen.  Here  is  what  will  happen  if  the  /74- 
switch  is  on,  and  you  format  a  floppy  disk: 

VSafe  Warning 

Program  is  trying  to  write  to  FD  Boot  area 
Do  you  wish  to  continue? 

Stop  Continue  Boot 

Pressing  S  will  stop  the  process,  C  will  let  it 
occur,  and  B  will  reboot  your  computer.  Now, 
that’s  control!  Go  upgrade  to  DOS  6.20.  Safe 
computing!  □

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Expected  Minimum  for  Solar  Cycle  22

We’ve  always  heard  of  the  1 1-year  solar  cycle.  As  described  my  me  in  the 
November  1990  issue  of  this  paper,  there  are  observed  5.5  year  solar  cycles, 
seasonal  cycles,  monthly,  and  even  two-week  mini-cycles,  too.  Predicting  cycles 
for  any  duration  is  relatively  straightforward,  but  is  more  difficult  to  pinpoint  as 
the  cycle  time  variable  increases.  This  is  because  the  mean  duration  of  the  shorter 
cycles  is  10.2  years,  while  the  longer  cycles  is  11.8  years.  When  the  2800  MHz 
Solar  Flux  data  and  Planetary  Alpha  (Ap)  data  of  Cycle  21  overlays  that  of  Cycle 
22,  the  latter’s  characteristics  suggest  a  short  duration  cycle  with  a  predicted 
minimum  of  late  1996.  This  date  is  still  tracking  nicely  with  my  prediction  in 
November,  1990.  Having  been  proven  wrong  before,  a  longer  cycle  would  end 
in  the  second  half  of  1999.  Please  let  me  be  right  -  this  time! 

Other  forecasters,  including  the  professionals,  use  the  smoothed  mean  sunspot 
number  for  their  predictions.  The  forecasting  methodologies  are  similar,  such  as 
using  an  overlay  of  the  cycles,  comparing  the  peaks,  and  comparing  the 
minimums.  But,  by  observing  the  first  spotless  day  after  a  peak,  which  occurred 
in  the  fall  of  1993  for  Cycle  22,  and  measuring  3-5  years  hence,  voila!  Cycle  22 
should  end  in  the  fall  of  1996. 

Based  on  Space  Environment  Services  Center  (NOAA)  estimates,  today’s 
propagation  characteristics,  as  a  function  of  smoothed  10.7cm  Radio  Flux 
(roughly  118),  will  be  comparable  to  those  in  the  fall  of  1998,  when  Cycle  23 
will  be  1-2  years  old.  Their  regression  model  prediction  for  Cycle  23  suggests 
August,  2000,  as  the  next  peak,  with  little  variance  through  December,  2001.

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FOX  HUNTS

What  is  an  Amateur  Radio  Fox  Hunt?  It’s  kind 
of  like  the  game  of  hide  and  seek.  The  Fox  with  a 
transmitter  hides  and  Hunters  with  portable  or 
mobile  receivers  seek  the  Fox. 

If  you’ve  never  been  in  a  Fox  Hunt,  you’ll  like 
this  great  outdoors  fun  where  you  can  get  some  free 
direction-finding  training,  increase  levels  of  per¬ 
sonal  technical  understanding,  develop  communica¬ 
tion  skills  and  enjoy  friendly  teamwork.  Fox  Hunts 
also  prepare  Amateurs  to  find  transmitters  that  are 
stuck  in  the  transmit  mode  or  may  be  jamming  the 
communications  of  others. 

The  Watertown  ARC  is  one  club  that  has 
brought  back  the  vintage  Fox  Hunt,  with  straight 
forward  rules  and  where  the  Fox  does  not  transmit 
false  or  misleading  information  at  any  time. 

It  is  about  6:30  p.m.  and  Hunters,  in  their 
vehicles  with  many  different  antennas  and  Water- 
town  street  maps,  arrive  at  the  parking  lot  of  Farm 
and  Fleet  for  the  Fox  Hunt.  The  Fox  is  Terry, 
N9JUU,  who  hides  on  public  property  in  full  view 


from  public  roads  at  a  secret  location  limited  to 
within  a  three  mile  radius  of  the  Watertown  Li¬ 
brary.  Terry  transmits  and  identifies  on  145.72 
MHz  at  least  15  seconds  each  minute  or  at  the 
request  of  any  Hunter  for  at  least  10  seconds.  Also 
helpful  to  new  Hunters  is  that  N9JUU  does  not 
change  location  or  power  level  during  the  Hunt. 

Hunters  can  use  signal  strength  comparisons  of 
the  Fox  signals  by  changing  their  location  and 
direction  to  guess  the  fastest  route  to  the  Fox.  Some 
expert  Hunters  systematically  triangulate  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  Fox,  and  may  have  sophisticated  equip¬ 
ment  and  procedures.  It’s  a  well-defined  goal,  with 
lots  of  excitement  along  the  way  for  everyone. 

The  Fox  is  found  by  the  most  skillful  Hunters 
first.  If  inexperienced  Hunters  have  strayed,  the 
Fox  can  later  give  a  few  helpful  clues  to  lure  them 
back  on  target.  With  the  Fox  found  by  Hunters  and 
excitement  of  the  Hunt  still  high,  everyone  (even 
the  Fox)  finally  drives  over  to  the  Library  where 
discussions,  the  Club  business  meeting  and  perhaps 
a  short  program  takes  place. 

One  of  the  first  Fox  Hunts  I  participated  in  was 
held  in  Rockford,  Illinois,  on  10-meter  AM  and  we 
were  using  1960  tube-type  Morrow  gear.  Bill 
Thompson,  W2MTA,  and  I  had  a  thrill  a  minute 
being  Hunters.  We  eventually  did  find  the  Fox  that 
afternoon,  and  then  continued  learning  about  our

Amateur  Radio  Club 
Forms  in  Clark  County 

On  the  evening  of  May  17,  1994  a  group  of 
ten  Clark  County  Amateur  Radio  operators  met  at 
the  American  Legion  Hall  in  Loyal,  Wisconsin  to 
discuss  the  possibility  of  forming  an  official  local 
Amateur  Radio  organization. 

The  result  of  that  meeting  was  the  "birth"  of 
the  "Black  River  Wireless  Association"  (BRWA), 
the  name  selected  for  the  organization  by  those 
present  at  the  meeting.  According  to  one  "old-tim¬ 
er"  at  the  meeting,  this  is  very  likely  the  first 
Amateur  Radio  club  ever  organized  within  the 
county. 

A  set  of  by-laws  was  also  adopted  at  the 
meeting  and  elections  for  officers  for  1994  were 
conducted,  with  the  following  results:  Stan  Pekol, 
N9MHV,  Neillsville,  President;  Jeff  Parker,  N9- 
UWX,  Loyal,  Vice-President;  and  Scott  Klueck- 
mann,  N9VZG,  Neillsville,  Secretary-Treasurer. 

Dues  were  set  at  $  10.00/year  for  the  club  and 
an  additional  $  10.00/year  for  a  2-meter  repeater 
that  the  club  hopes  to  put  on  the  air  from  the 
central  part  of  Clark  County  in  the  near  future. 
Those  present  at  the  meeting  discussed  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  some  used  repeater  hardware  from  the 
Taylor  County  Area  Amateur  Radio  Club. 

The  group  also  opened  up  negotiations  with 
WA9ZCO  and  N9GHZ,  owners  of  the  145.27 
repeater  formerly  located  at  Dorchester,  Wis.  The 
owners  indicated  a  willingness  to  relocate  their 
repeater  to  the  Loyal  area,  if  the  BRWA  will 
provide  tower  space  and  a  site  for  the  repeater 
within  the  Loyal  telephone  exchange,  a  telephone 
line  for  the  autopatch,  a  controller  for  the  re¬ 
peater,  and  permit  access  to  the  repeater  by  the 
owners,  for  maintenance  purposes.  An  agreement 
will  be  drafted  in  the  near  future. 

Also  discussed  were  future  SKYWARN  severe 
weather  watch  net  operations  for  Clark  County.  It 
was  decided  to  use  145.27  MHz  simplex  for 
severe  weather  watch  nets  in  Clark  County,  for 
the  time  being.  A  repeater,  on  that  frequency,  will 
hopefully  be  on  the  air  in  central  Clark  County  at 
some  point  in  the  future. 

It  was  decided  to  hold  regular  meetings  on  the 
3rd  Tuesday  of  every  other  month,  with  a  starting 
time  of  7  p.m.  The  next  two  meetings  will  be 
June  2 1st  and  August  16th.  The  meeting  location 
for  the  time  being  will  be  the  American  Legion 
Hall  in  Loyal.

said  he  has  been  a  member  since  1979.  The  club, 
through  occasional  educational  events,  newsletters 
and  member  meetings,  also  extols  the  virtues  of 
Samuel  Morse,  the  telegraph,  and  its  effect  on 
modern  technology. 

King’s  home  is  peppered  with  miniature 
telegraph  models,  and  in  one  of  the  rooms  is  a 
useable  telegraph.  Due  to  the  absence  of  useable 
telegraph  lines,  it  is  specially  hooked  up  to  a 
telephone. 

But  having  to  use  the  telephone  to  send 
telegrams  doesn’t  mean  telegraphy  is  dead,  he  said. 
Rather,  the  adaption  further  illustrates  his  point  that 
many  modern  machines  are  merely  sophisticated 
telegraphs. 

"When  the  telegraph  died  as  a  means  of  commu¬ 
nication,  it  didn’t  really  die  because  so  many 
machines  still  make  use  of  the  Morse  principle,"  he 
said.  "It’s  not  dead  by  any  means."

Five  more  missions  landed  on  the  moon,  some  later  including  a  "LEM":  a  battery-powered  lunar  "dune 
buggy,"  which  allowed  the  astronauts  to  cover  more  of  the  surface  during  their  Extra-Vehicular  Activities 
(EVAs).  The  EVAs  included  photography,  collecting  samples  of  lunar  dirt  and  rocks,  and  deploying 
experiments.  The  Apollo  lunar-landing  missions  ended  with  Apollo  17  in  1972.  The  program  originally  was 
planned  to  continue  through  Apollo  22,  but  funding  was  cut.  □
